EVENTS OF ut DAY. 

THROUGH THE WILDS OF WEST VIRGINIA. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Jet. 6.—(|Special.j— 
Mr. Biaine passed today in wilds of West 
Virginia. Most of his sts were made at 
mountain-side bamlets, wire the few bun- 
dreds who came to the stati@ns were obliged to 
come on foot or horseback er yellow. rugged 
mountain roads. He bad him two school 
friends who are residents of West Virginia. One 
was Ur. Logan, who intrpduced him at the 
stations; the other was a bhugnbie West Virginia 
farmer by the name of He was a smail, 
timid-looking man with ¢ small gray 
eyes, a hollow-featured 1h elongated by 
white wisps of whiskers.} He was in the 
same class with Mr. Blaine §t Washington Col- 
lege, and told on the traingwith great delight 
that, after a separation offtwenty-five years, 
Mr. Blaine recognized bimgalthough none of 
the others were able to mber who he was. 
He rode upon Mr. Blaine's in all day, lost in 
admiration of every movenggnt of the Repub- 
lican candidate. ‘ 

A PRIMITIVE ' 

Mr. Blaine's special traim was run over the 
Baitimore & Ohio Road. It Started as eariy 
as 8 o'clock from Wheeling,—ind this point was 
not reached until after 6 evening. The 
people seen today are of more primitive 
character than any often in the course 
of a Presidential canvass. were as timid 
as bares just started out of the brush, and al- 
ways stood a rural, respectful distance from 
the train until invited to come more cose. 
Mr. Blaine’s appearance wag always the signal 
for open-eyed-and-mouthed curiosity that was 
was so overwhelming at times as to produce 
appalling silence when he appeared upon the 
rear platform of the train. He did not at- 
tempt at one place to make a set speech. 
His line of talk today was in the 
nature of familiar conversation, well 
calculated to reacn the timid understanding of 
the simple auditors who had been called in 
from the wild back cous He would begin 
by reminding them that West Virginia since 
the War had progressed more rapidiy in mate- 
rial wealth than any other State in the Uaion 
in proportion to its popailatien. This prosper- 
ity was all owing to the protective tariff. 
The only issue,“ said he, is whether you 
desire to continue this pros - It you do, 
you will support Maxwell fof Governor. Will 
you do soft he would ask; would come 
the answer, “* We will.” 

“Will you remember this gt the polls upon 
the 14th of October? ”’ 

“ We will,” would be the reply, 

Then Mr. Blaine would say: “I have no more 
advice to give.“ 

Then he would bimself pull the beil-rope and 
start the train, When the train would begin 
to move the mountaineers would relax, and 
out would come a high-pitched yell, with a 
stroke of very bigh notes at the end, which 
was quite a novelty in the way of cheering. 

POINTS OF INTEREST. 

Few of the places visited today were of any 
size. Nearly all were simply 
with one or two 
them. The first 
was Cameron, the headq 
ed Red Men of the Mountains, where the vigi- 
lantes not long ago did such effective work. 
Threc men have been hanged at Cameron. The 
square-sbouldereda, deep-chested three or four 
hundred men who were grouped about the sta- 
tion today looked determined enough for any 
work of that kind. 

At Littleton, where there were 1,500 people, 
Mr. Blaine left the train for a few moments. 

At Fairmont there were 5,000 or 6,000 people. 

At Grafton, where the longest stop was made, 
there were about 6,000 people gathered. 
Grafton is built on the mountain side. Upon 
one side of the street you go down-stairs to the 
houses, on the other you climb ladders to en- 
ter them. 

At Clarksburg, Goff's bome, there were 1,000 
peopie in waiting. There were at this place 
over 150 Methodist ministers attending a con- 
ference. They all came down to cal. upon Mr. 
Biaine. Bishop Walton of this church got on 
to the special train and came on to Parkers- 
burg. 

The entire talk of today was confined to the 
simple one of the tariff and the question of the 
sustaining West Virginia prosperity. Although 
the majority of the people who came out were 
farmers and wool-growers, they yet, judging 
by their responses, understood very well the 
business aspect of the question as it was 
familiarly presented. The weather continues 
quite warm. The weather and the length of 
today's ride have made the day a very fatiguing 
one. At Parkersburg ténight there were 5.000 
or 6,000 people in the streets, while the town, 
which numbers 10,000 inbabitants, was quite 
brilliantly uluminated. 


AT WHEELING. 
DEPARTURE—AN INSULT FROM A BOUR- 
BON. 


Wuee ino, W. Va., Oct. 6.—|Special. |—Mr. 

Blaine and his party left this city this morning 
for Graftou over the Baltimore & Ohio Road. 
His route out of the city lay throngh that por- 
tion in which all the large mills are situated, 
and for four miles the train passed through 
lines of laboring-men and their famikes. Mr. 
Blaine stood on the rear end of the platform 
and bowed to the cheers that greeted him on 
all sides. At Moundsville he spoke five min- 
utes. . 
Shortly after leaving Moundsville the special 
train narrowly missed a collision with a water 
train coming west. The trains were not over 
twenty yards apart when stopped. The water 
train was running to make a siding at the time. 
The engineer of the freight train was dis- 
charged oa the spot. 

At the Wheeling Depot this morning, a few 
minutes before the arrival of Mr. Blaine, T. Hill 
Marshall,, editor of the Standard, a Democratic 
paper at Grafton, carried a large oil-painting of 
Grover Cleveland to a point afew feet from 
the entrance to Blaine's private car and set it 


down infull view of the assembled crowd. 
Capt. Devries, agent of the Baltimore & Onio 
Road, had the painting removed, and again 
Marshall exposed it. This time he was uncere- 
moniousiy told to take the picture out of sight, 
which he did. Marshall then boarded the spe- 
cial train with the Blaine party, but was put 
off at Benwood, four miles from this city. The 
affair caused much excitement.

Mr. Blaine was esco:ted to a stand, 
when the Hon. John W. Mason introduced him 
to the people. When the demonstrations with 
which he was received had subsided he said: 

“Crrizens or West Virginia: As your 
distinguisbed Chairman has intimated, I am 
not a stranger to your State. I have known it 
personally for more than forty years, and I 
have known this section of it well. I was born 
on the banks of yonder river a few miles below 
the point where it enters Pennsylvania, and 
you do not need to be told by me that there 
was always unity of feeling among the inhab- 
itants of the Monongahela Valley. |Cheers.| 
But I do not see before me the West Virginia 
which I knew in my boyhood. The West Vir- 
ginia of forty years ago was compara 
tively a wilderness. The West Virginia 
of today is a prosperous industrial 
centre in the United States. Ap 
plause.| West Virginia, as an i nt 
Commonwealth, began ber existeuce during 
the Civil War, and at that day the most liberal 
estimate of total property, according to the 
enumeration of the United States census, did 
not exceed $100,000,000. In 1870 the census 
gave you an aggregate of $190,000,000, and in 
1880 it showed that you possessed a capitalized 
wealth to the amount of $350,000,000. From 
the close of the War to the year 1880, West Vir- 
ginia bad therefore gained in wealth the enor 
mous sum of $750,000,000. You have fared 
pretty well, therefore, under Republican admin- 
istration.

JOHN A. LOGAN. 
HIS TRIP THROUGH WEST VIRGINIA ONE con- 
TINUOUS OVATION. 
CHARLESTON, W. Va., Oct. 6,—-(Special.)— 


The enthusiasm manifested over Gen. Logan's ä 


presence at Huntington this morning was re- 
markable. The General reached Huntington 
Sunday night, and was driven to the bome of 
Mr. Ward, where he was entertained during nis 
stay. Gen. and Mrs. Logan received a large 
number of callers during the evening. About 
2 o'clock in the morning the country delega- 
tions began to arrive, one coming from sixty 
miles back in the country, and camped all 
night outside of Huntington to be on the 
ground early. At 6 o'clock «a parade 
was formed which would have done 
credit to a city of larger pretensions 
ona longer notice than twenty-four hours. 
Gen. Logan reviewed the procession, after 
which be was driven to the depot, where au en- 


thusiastic crowd of 5,000 bad assembled since 


early morning waiting to hear him speak. The 
General mounted a platform and responded to 
the ringing cheers that greeted bim in a speech 
of some thirty minutes. He dealt mainly with 
the tariff issue, and severely criticised the 
Democratic demagogism exhibited in the State 
of West Virginia, where the Democratic ora- 
tors tell the people that when their party comes 
in power they will load the bullion now 
locked in the Treasury on wagons and throw it 
out among the people.

BIENNIAL LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS CARRY THE 
DAY—THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 6.—[Special, |—The 
principal feature of the Connecticut town elec- 
tions today, which are wholly lacking in polit- 
cal significance, is the adoption by a popular 
vote of a constitutional amendment providing 
for biennial sessions of the Legisiature after 
1886. Five years ago @ similar amendment 
was defeated by an overwhelming vote, but to- 
day there was almost a complete reversal of 
that vote in every town of 100 80 far ab heard 
from excepting in the State Capital gnd a few 
towns in the vicinity. The adoption of the 
amendment will save $100,000 to the Stave every 
second year, and, it is claimed, will insure great- 
er stability of legisiation. The corporate inter 
ests of the State are reported to have worked 
earnestly in favor of the amendment for the 
latter reason, thus supplementing the use of 
their influence in securing favorable legislative 
action last winter. ; 

There are no material changes in the towns, 
which appear to have individually gone about 
as they did last year, Hartford reéiecta Dem- 
ocratic First Selectmen by an increased major- 
ity, the Republicans having made the mistake of 
nominating a candidate.

A LONESOME INDEPENDENT. 
HIS VAIN SEARCH IN THE ROWDY WEST FOR 
SYMPATHY. 

Boston, Mass., Oct, 6.—[Special.|}—The ur- 
nal says: One of our Boston Republicans who 
at the begiening of the campaign was of most 
decided Independent leanings bas just re- 
turned from a trip through several of the 
Western States.

THE BRITISH NAVY, 


Summary of the Statements Which 
Have Caused a Stir in England. 

The Pall Mall Gazette has caused a great sen- 
sation by publishing an account of the British 
navy from One Who Knows.” The corre 
spondent thus summarizes his conclusions: 

1. Increased Risks—Our risks from war 
have enormously increased since 1868-69. The 
naval expenditure of other Powers has in- 
creased 40 per cent. Our population has in- 
creased 16 per cent, our trade 40 per cent, our 
wealth 40 pér cent, our shipping 30 per cent, 
and our possessions have been enormously ex- 
tended. Yet, in face of all these increased re- 
sponsibilities and increased danger, our naval 
expenditure has been slightly diminished. To 
bring it up to the relative position of 1868-69, 
it ought at least be increased £4,000,000 a year, 
and even then the increased premium wouid 
not be equivalent to the increased risks. 

“2. Iron-Ciads Afloat—So far from being 
able to demonstrate our ‘irresistible superior- 
ity in armor, guns, and speed to any probable. 
combination of fleets, we are just a little ahead 
of France in ships, behind her in guns and in 
the age of our ships, and about equal in armor. 
and speed. France has outbuilt us by 10,000 
tons of ironciads in the last ten years. To re- 
store the proportion between the shipbuilding 
votes of the two countries that existed before 
1879 our shipbuilding vote should be increased 
by at least £1,000,000 per annum. 

„g. Jronclad-Building — Instead of making 
up lost ground we are losing it, and two years 
hence France will be ahead of us in second- 
class ironclads, and our superiority in the 
first-class will have been slightly diminished. 

“4. R Repairs have to some extent 
been sacrificed to building, with the result that 
more than halt our third-class ironciads can 
hardly be regarded as fit to go into battle. 

“§ Guns—Our guns actually fitted are in- 
ferior both in weight and in power to those of 
France and Italy. We have not one ironclad 
afloat armed with the new breechioader, of 
which 500 have been made since 1880. 

„6. Our Foreign Stations—In case of sud- 
den war the French have better fighting ships 
on the Chinese station than Engiand; the Chil- 
ian ironclads are stronger than our Pacific 
cruisers; the new ironciad of Brazil would 
sweep our South American equadron off the 
sea. On the other stations we have ships better 
than the best that could be sent against them. 

„. The protection of our marine—Our fast 
ocean cruisers, available for policing our mari- 
time hignways against the Alabamas of the 
future, are insufficient to allot three to each 
station: We have 19,000 merchantmen scat- 
tered all over the world to protect, and only 
twenty-four unarmored ships of @ speed ex- 
ceeding fourteen knots for their protection. 

8. and Telegraph Stations—A bos- 
tile cruiser could with almost entire impunity 
destroy tomorrow the coaling stations of Hong 
Kong, Bombay, the Cape, Ascen- 
sion, St. Helena, Mauritius, St. George's Sound. 
Fiji and Vancouver's Isiand, which are virtual- 
ly unprotected, although Hong Kong has four 
torpedo boats and there are slight fortifications 
at one or two of the other ports. 

„g. Doeks—We have eight foreign stations 
and four docks. There is uo dock in all India 
in which an ironclad could refit, and, although 
a dock is building at Hong Kong, if the Au- 
dacious were injured she would have to go to 
Sydney or come back to Malta to refit. 

“10. The Defense of Home Porte—There are 
not more than two harbors in the United King-

A Burning Mine, 

Hovanron, Mich., Oct. 6.—|Special.|—A se 
rious fire is raging in the Calumet & Hecla Mine 
at Calumet. 

The fire was started Saturday night. 

At this time the bodies of two persons suffo- 
cated in the mine have been recovered, and ru- 
mors are afloat that others are missing. 

The mine cannot be entered, and all openings 
at the surface have been sealed in hopes of 
smothering the fire. : 

Parties attempting to reach the fire have been 
brought to the surface immediately. 

No cause is known, and incendiarism is sus- 
pected. 

Owing to the large extent of openings, and 
the vast quantities ef lumber used in the mine, 
serious consequences may result, 

MARQUETTE, Mich., Oct. 6.—{Special. |—The 
fire which broke out in the dry portion of the 
Hecla branch ot the Calumet & Hecla mine 
Saturday afternoon is still raging. 

It is in the timbers in the sixteenth level, 
1,100 feet under ground and above the preseut 
workings, which are at a considerably greater 
depth. 

The smoke arising from the flames is so 
dense and stifling that the fire cannot be 
reached, and endeavors to extinguish it are 
necessarily attended with extreme difficulty and 
danger. Its origin is not known, 

This part of the mine was long since wrought 
out and latterly no work bas been done above 
the seventeenth level, so it could not have been 
caused by carelesness on the part of the men. 

When it was first discovered John Rapson 
and Thomas Gribble were sent down to start 
the pump at the eleventh level. As they did 
not return a rescuing party was sent to their 
relief. They saw Rapson, where he had been 
suffocated by the heat and smoke, lying dead, 
but could not reach the body. Subsequently 
the rescuers were overpowered by the fumes 
arising from the burning timbers, and the men 
were dragged_out senseless. Restoratives were 
applied in time to save their lives. 

Afterward it was reported that a third man, 
Matt Nestor, was missing, and a reporter, with 
two miners, descended to search for him. At 
the eighth level their lights ceased to burn, 
and it was found impossible to proceed fur 
ther, so they returned. Nestor was not lost, 
having made good bis escape, but the men who 
went to seek him had a close call for their 
lives. 

Monday Rapson's body was recovered, but 
that of his unfortunate comrade still remains 
in the mine. 

There are a number of men in the lower lev- 
els, but, as plenty of air can be got to them, 
little apprehension is felt for their ultimate es- 
cape. 

Work is suspended at the mine, all the shafts 
‘being closed, and the most strenuous efforts 
are being put forth to subdue the flames. 


Burning of the Windsor Hotel at 
Kingston, Ont. 

Kinaston, Ont., Oct. 6.—[Special.}—Shortly 
before 3 this morning fire broke out in the 
kitchen of the Windsor Hotel, a building 
situated in the rear of the main building. The 
flames spread rapidly, and but a short time 
elapsed before the back of the main building 
was on fire and the whole building filled with a 
dense smoke. There was a large nun ber of 
transient guests and boarders in the house, 
who were aroused as quickly as possible, and, 
all escaped, but in most instances lost 
all their effects, some of them not 
even saving their personal apparel. Those 
sleeping on the fourth floor had much 
difficulty in getting out. George McMahon, of 
the Great Northwestern Telegraph Company's 
office, jumped from a third-story window and 
was severely injured. One of the female sery- 
ants was severely burned; The firemen were 
early on hand and both steam engines were put 
into service, but the fire had made 
such rapid headway that there were no bopes 
of saving the hotel, and the firemen turned 
their attention to saving adjoining property. 
By 4 o'clock the whole structure was in ruins. 
No furniture was saved. By great exertion on 
the part of the firemen the fire wus confined to 
the hotel. The building was owned by B. M. 
Britton and insured. It was one of the finest 
buildings in the city and comparatively new. 
Martin O’Brien was the lessee. It ‘is said 
the fire was caused by the explosion of gas. The 
loss on the building and contents is about 
$40,000. There is insurance in various com- 
panies for $26,500. The adjoining property of 
George Sarsfield, boots and shoes, was dam- 
aged to the extent of $1,800; insared for $1,000. 


An Employe Charged with Burning 
the Minneapolis Railroad Carpenter- 
Shop. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 6.—[Special.] —' 


Charies W. Woods, an employé of the Minne- 
apolis & St. Louis Railroad, has been arrested 
on suspicion of complicity with the fire last 
night whereby the railroad carpenter-shop was 
destroyed. The building was a frame one, 250

and paint shop. At the time of the fire there 
were in the building, besides the machinery, 
two coaches, one combination, seven flat.

Passenger Fares to Missouri River Points 
Still Tending Downward—Taxing 
Car Companies. 


The Pennsylvania Cuts the Baltimore 
& Ohio Off from New York—A Seri- 
ous Passenger War Likely to Result. 
The following startiing notice was given by 

the Pennsyivania Railroad Company to the 

various raliroads in the country yesterday: 
“On and atter Oct. 1, 1884, the present ar 
rangement by which through cars are now run 
over the New York Division of the Pennsyi- 
vania Railroad and the Philadelphia, Wilming- 
ton & Baltimore Railroad in connection with 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad will be discon- 
tinued, and from said date all passengers tick- 
eted or baggage checked via the Baitimore & 
Ohio destined to points on or via this line or 
in the reverse direction will require a transfer 
through the city of Baltimore. We would thank 
you to instruct your agents of the withdrawal 
of through cars by above route and of the 
transfer required at Baltimore, and to notify 
passengers accordingly. You are hereby noti- 
tied also that from Oct. 12, 1884, this company 
will require its loca! fares east of Baltimore on 
all business whatever which may be ticketed 
to or over our line in connection with the Bal- 
timore & Ohio in the same manner as it does 
from other connecting lines at that point.” 
This isan open declaration of war by the 

Pennsylvania Railroad against the Baltimore & 

Obio, and as the latter has no other outlet 

from Baltimore to New York except by the 

Pennsylvania the Baltimore. & Ohio is com- 

pletely cut off from New York and New En- 

giand points, and can therefore no longer 


compete for through business east, except Bal- 
timore and Washington, from Western points. 
From Chicago the Baltimore & Ohio's New 
York business bas never been very large, but 
it bas been doing an immense New York busi- 
ness from St. Louis, Louisville, Cincinnati, 


Columbus, and other points, and consequently 


the Pennsylvania’s coup d'etat will affect its 
finances most seriousiy. What caused the 
Pennsylvania to strike its adversary this unex- 
pected biow is not known here. It is believed 
to have been caused by the active competition 
the Baltimore & Obio has made against the 
Pennsylvania at southwestern points. 

What the Baltimore & Ohio will do to coun- 
teract the action ot its adversary has not yet 
transpired. It is quite certdin that it will not 
rest easily under the blow it has received, but 
will try to get even by strang back 
whenever there is a chance to inflict 
a biow. It will take some time before 
the Baltimore & Ohio will have its own line to 
New York ready, and consequently it will not 
be able to compete for New York business by 
way of Baltimore. But it will no doubt form 
new connections to all Pennsylvania points and 
force a serious war on rates. It can take busi- 
ness from Chicago to New York by way of the 
Niagara Falis Short Line in connection with 
the Grand Trunk and West Shore, and those 
lines will probably aid it all they can; but it 
will receive but a small part of the revenue 
from this business, as it forms but a small por- 
tion of the line. At present it will have no 
other means to get even with the Pennsylvania 
except by cutting the rates to all Bastern 

ints and making the business of all Eastern 
ines as unprofitable as possible, and this it will 
undoubtedly do. The indications are that this 
affuir will force passenger- rates to Eastern 
points to lower figures than they have been for 
years. 

PAILADELPARIA, Pa., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—A 
new phase of the hostilities which have n 
waged for years between the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company and the Philadelpbia & Read- 
ing Railroad Company came to light today. 
The Pennsylvania has now attacked the Read- 
ing’s new ally, the Baltimore & Onio, and bas 
given that company notice that Sunday next, 
Oct. 12. the agreement between the two by 
which the Baltimore & Obio cars are carried 
over the Pennsy!vania'’s tracks between Baiti- 
more and New York will be terminated so far 
as passenger, baggage, and express business is 
concerned. 

** Notice of the proposed termination of the 
agreement, said an official of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company today, “was first 
given last May, but the matter was never en- 
forced until now. At present we are running 
four trains a day each way between New York 
and Baltimore fur the benefit of the Baltimore & 
Ohio. We find that these do not pay, and for 
that reason we determined at this time, when 
we are retrenching in every way possible, to 
put astop to them. For the present the order 
will not affect the freight business, and I can- 
not say whether that will follow or not.“ This 
move wili completely shut out the Baitimore & 
Ohio from an entrance in New York except on 
whatever terms the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company caooses to make. 

It is true they can use the canal and bring 
their passengers to Philadelphia in that way 
and carry them from here to New York by the 
Philadeiphia & Reading,’’ said another Penn- 
syivania official, ** but 1 doubt whether any one 
would conseat to that slow means of travel.“ 
Just what will be done it is impossible to say 
at present, but the probabilities are that an ar- 
rangement between the two companies will be 
made by which some of the trains, at least, 
can be continued on a paying basis.“ 


Buffalo Rates Reduced by All the Lines 

The General Passenger Agents of the roads 
running east from this city held a meeting 
yesterday to consider the notice of the Chicago 
& Grand Trunk Railway that it bad reduced 
the rates to Buffalo to $11 on first class and $8 
on se20nd class, because it had discovered that 
the Michigan Central had been selling tickets 
at those rates. During a long and animated 
discussion the fact was demonstrated that sev- 
eral lines had becn quoting the rates announced 
by the Grand Trunk for some days past. 
Under the circumstances it was not deemed 
necessary to take any action regarding the 
Grand Trunk’s reduction, it being the 
understanaing that as there was at present 
no passenger agreement the road was at 
liberty to meet current rates. All the roads 
decided to meet the rate announced by the 
Grand Trunk, and all are now cellimg tickets 
from Chicago to Buffalo at $11 first class and 
$8 second class, This is a reduction of $3 on 
first class and the same amount on second 
class. It is feared that if some agreement bo- 
tween the various Eastern roads is not speedily 
made the Buffalo rates will go still lower, and 
in that case a general break in rates to sea- 
board and other Eastern points can no longer 
be avoided. Thescalpers are now sciling tick- 
ets from Chicago to New York at from $12 to 
$15, but as tac as can be learned regular rates 
are still being charged at the regular ticket 
offices of the various roads. 


Still Further Reductions in Rates to 
Missouri River Points and to St. 
Louis. 

The Missouri River passenger war is going 
bravely of. Rates are gradually going down, 
and but little doubt is expressed that before 
the end of the week rock bottom will have 
been reached and passe may be able to 
ride free and get a free meal and a chromo to 
boot. The opening rate yesterday morning 
was $7.50 to the various Missouri River points 
by all the lines, but goon one line after another 
commenced to lower the rates until finally $6 
was reached. The Wabash was the first road 
to reduce the rate to that figure, and one after 
another the other lines followed suit.

Taxing Car Companies—An Important 
Decision by the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania. : 
PiTTssurG, Pa., Oct. 6.—[Special.|—The 

Supreme Court met here today and handed down 

a large number of opinions. The most im- 

portant, however, was the case off the Pullman 

Palace-Car Company against the Common- 

wealth of Penosyivania in the suit of the lat- 

ter to recover taxes. The opinion was as fol- 
lows: 

We think it very clear that the plaintiff in 
error is engaged in carrying on such a business 
within this Commonwealth as to subject it to 
the statutes imposing taxation. While a tax 
on the capital stock of a company and 
ite property and assets are not identical 
the coaches ot the company are its 
property. They are operated within this State. 
They are daily passing from one end of the 
State to the other. They are used in perform- 
irg the functions for which the corporation was 
ereated. The fact that they also are operated 
in other States cannot wholly exempt them 
from taxation here. This was recognized in 
the court below, and we think the proportion 
was fixed according to a just and equitable 
rule. Per curiam.” 

In the appeal of the Pullman Palace-Car 
Company against the Commonwealth of Penn- 
syivania, orator, to the Common Picas of 
Daupbin County, the Supreme Court decided 
that A State bas power to tax the gross re- 
ceiptse of transportation companies incor- 
porated under its laws engaged in the business 
of transporting passengers and freight out of, 
into, through, and within the State. The court 
below ruled that the act of 1879 was not in con- 
flict with any provision of the Constitution of 
the United States. The statute should be held 
valid by the State Courts unless it is palpably 
unconstitutional, for their decision that the 
statute is invalid is final. We are not con- 
vinced that it is plainiy uncoustitutional, and 
therefore affirm the judgment on the opinion 
of the learned Judge of Common Pleas.“ 


A Receiver’s Actious Sustained. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Oct. 6.—[Special.}|}—Judge 
E. 8. Hammond of the United States Court this 
forenoon delivered his opinion in the case of 
Lafayette County vs. R. P. Neely and others, 
which is of interest in railroad circles. 
The complainants, who were stockholders 
of the Mississippi Central Railroad Com- 
pany, alleged that this company was one oi 
those to which the State of Tennessee had 
loaned its bonds for purposes of construction 
under the general International Improvement 
laws of 1873; and that, failing to provide for 
juterest and sinking fund as required 
by the act, Gov. Porter had placed 
the road in charge of Gen. Neely 
as receiver, who had operated it as such; that 
whiist in bis bands the road was sold and pur 
chased by the Iilinois Central Railroad Com- 
pany, which paid the debt due the State; 
and that thereupon Gen. Neely turned 
over to them a large amount of 
steel rails and other supplies on 


hand and in addition a considerable sum ot 


money, all of which complainants claimea be- 
longed to them as shareholders. The defend- 
ants demurred to the bill, which brought up 
the question of the ownership of the property 
so turned over by Gen. Neely to the pur- 
chasers. The court sustained the demurrer 
and dismissed the bill on its merits, expressly 
holding that he acted in accordance with law 
and his duty in so turning over the property in 
his bands, it being under the circumstances 
the property of the purchasers. The opinion 
further approved Gen. Neely's action through- 
out. The amount involved about

THE aggregate clearances of the leading 
clearing-houses of the United States last 
week showed a falling off of 28.7 per cent 
as compared with the clearances for the cor- 
responding week of last year.

The statute gives the County Board ful 
discretion in the appointment of election 
judges. It simply provides that three ca- 
pable and discreet” persons shall be selected 
for ench precinct. The present rascally 
County Board has ey trued this 
language to m the election judges 
shall be ea to stuff che ballot-boxes 
and disereest enough not to permit more 
Republican votes to be cast than there are 
Democratic ballots already in the box. The 
location of the polling-places and the appoint- 
ment of judges alike indicate such an inten- 
tion, 

The County Board is under control of the 
game machine as the City Council, and has 
imitated the latter’s action in the city elec- 
tions by making up a list of judges dictated 
by the Mackin-McDonald gang, in utter dis- 
regard of the demand of 60,000 Republicans 
for representation. In doing this it has vio- 
lated the universal practice of giving both 
parties a representation among election offi- 
cers, and has placed the vote and the count 
of Cook County entirely at the mercy of the 
Democratic machine managers. In one in- 
stance it has actually appointed two of the 
judges who were indicted for the enormous 
frauds committed in the Ninth Ward at the 
last Mayoralty election, and the names of the 
judges in other districts indicate that they are 
“capable” of similar villainy. 

There is no hope of ing justice or 
fair play in this matter at the hands of Mike 
McDonald’s County Board. A partisan body 
which has the shameless effrontery not to ap- 
point a single judge recommended by the Re- 
publican committee is prepared for the most 
high-handed outrages. The excuse made for 
this course is altogether flimsy and worth- 
less. The Democratic Commissioners de- 
manded that the Republican committee should 
pledge the United States Judges to appoint as 
supervisors such persons as the Democratic 
committee should recommend, Ot course 
the Republican committee could make no 
such pledge. How could it assume to con- 
trol the action of Judges Drummond and 
Blodgett? How could the United States 
Judges themselves agree to abide by the dic- 
tation of a Democratic committee controlled 
by Mike McDonald, Joe Mackin, Wasserman, 
Van Pelt, and such fellows? It is the duty 
of the United State Judges to appoint men 
of character as supervisors, and they would 
not agree in advance to accept thugs, and 
bummers, and thieves. 

But the Democratic Commissioners know 
that the United States law requires that the 
supervisors shall be appointed from both po- 
litical parties, and that their party will have 
equal representation among the supervisors. 
In the face of this fact they refused to give 
the Republicans even a minority representa 
tion among the election judges! Can con- 
fessed scoundrelism exceed such action ? 

There can be but one meaning to this pro- 
gram. It isa menace of wholesale election 
fraud, The machinery is already in opera- 
tion; its working was thoroughly tested at 
the last Mayor’s election. The same judges, 
or the clerks they appoint, will have contro! 
of the registry lists, which will be made up 
with a view to repeating and ballot-box stuff- 
ing. The purpose is to pile up a tremendous 
majority for Carter Harrison and Grover 
Cleveland in Cook County and their whole 
ticket, with the hope of turning the scale in 
the State and also seizing the Legislature, 
It will not be difficult to return 10,000 or 
even 15,000 or 20,000 fraudulent votes if tha 
machine be permitted to have its own way.

They are about to begin the construction, the 
Pittsburg dispatches say, of a ‘‘new air-line 
railroad” 1,200 miles long to connect New 
York with Chicago, Council Bluffs, and St. 


Louis. The road is to be perfectly straight“ 
in more ways than one. 


Besides never de- 
parting more than two miles to either side of 
a line drawn with a penril and a ruler across 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, D[linois, and 
Iowa, this novel enterprise is to be built 
without the: sale of a dollar of stocks or 
bonds to the public, There will be no water- 
ing of the stock as there was in the Nickel- 
Piate. There will be no inside construction 
rings to swindle the stockholders. Since the 
noble-hearted men who are to construct this 
new road are todo it alone a construction 
company would be a useless annex, for it is 
not to be presumed that these men want to 
cheat each other. 

A time when railroad business is so nent 
that the roads are quarreling for it like dogs 
over a bone and when the . prospects for fut- 
ure business are of the slimmest seems a 
peculiar opportunity for the initiation of such 
an enterprise. It is perfectly obyious that it 
is not an. ordinary undertaking, inspired by 
the commonplace vulgar motives of gain that 


have stimulated the mercenary fellows who 


have built most of the railways of this coun- 
try. Nor is the thing but a mere advertising 
scheme to parade before the public as well- 
known capitalists” the gentlemen whose 
names are given. They could have secured a 
much greater and more unique fame by sub- 
scribing a dollar apiece to the fund for build- 
ing a pedestal for the Bartholdi statue. These 
men are about to build a road that will cost 
at least $60,000,000. They haven’t the 
money themselves and they will not ask the 
public for it, There is a mystery here. 
This is to be a “Faith” railroad. We 
have had Faith” cures, and Faith hospi-.

the donations of their sympathizers, In 
other words, the new road will be built by 
the railroad reformers of the Nation. Every 
one of these reformers will have a place on 
the road to work out his special pet theories, 
and the result, it is confidently expected, will 
be a surprising success—that is to say, it will 
be surprising if it is a success. 


THAT BPDMUNDS LETTER. 

A disreputable blackguard named Stone, 
who edits Victor F. Lawson’s Daily News 
and does the dirty work for the concern, re- 
fers to the editor of Tun Tumun as the 
rascal Medill,” and charges that the latter 
has suppressed a letter from Senator Ed- 
munds correcting a garbled report of a former 
letter written by the Vermont Senator to Mr. 
Flower of Madison, Wis. 

Like most of the “ charges” which ema- 
nate from the same source, this one is a lie 
in every partienlar. Tas Trrsune did not 
„ garble the original letter, and the editor 
of Tux Trisune has received no letter of 
any kind from Senator Edmunds. If the 
Senator has favored Tag Tumor with any 
communication it has not arrived at this of- 
fice, and so long as there is no better evi- 
dence of the statement than the assertion in 


the News we shall doubt whether any such 


letter was written. Tug Tammo would 
certainly print any communication which 
Senator Edmunds would write, reserving to 
itself in such case, as in all others, 
the privilege of making its own com- 
ments. There would be no advantage 
in suppressing a letter from such & source, 
and the methods which are evidently in 
vogue in the News office are not practiced in 
Tue Trisvune office. Tue TRIBUNE em- 
ploys no scamp like Stone, as it has no dirty 
work to do. One thing is certain, no com- 
munication has been received at Tue Tris- 
UNE office from Senator Edmunds either by 
mail or telegraph, and Mr. Edmunds has not 
yet said that he sent any such communication. 

The simple facts of ‘the matter so far as 
Tue Tripune is concerned are these: A 
few days ago our correspondent in Madison 
sent Tue Trisnunge a “special” containing 
what purported to be a letter from Senator 
Edmunds to Mr. Frank A. Flower, State 
Commissioner of Labor Statistics.

It was transmitted to Tur Tamer by 
telegraph and printed by this journal in the 
same manner as above except that the as- 
terisks were omitted. The omission was 
due to the fact that the asterisks were not 
transmitted by telegraph, and THe Trisuwe 
had no means of knowing that there was a 
hiatus in the letter as published, and sus- 
pected none. A few days afterwards the 
N. T. Post contained an editorial statement 
that the published Edmunds letter was 
only a part of the original epistie, and 


| “that it omitted matter of importance.” We 


were not prepared to admit or deny this alle- 
gation—not having seen the original. There- 
upon we sent the Post's article to our Madi- 
son correspondent and asked tor an 
explanation. He writes in reply: ‘I

“wire to Tue Turpuns; the operator ap- 
„ pears to have omitted the asterisks, al- 
though his attention was called to them at 
“the time of filing the dispatch.”

If given to the public at all (which should 
not have been done, since it was marked 
private“), this letter should have been 
printed in full in the first instance; but it 
was notin the power of Tue Trisune to

A — OF THE DUBLIN CORPORA- 
TION. 

mn Oct. 6.—[Spevial.]—There was an 

uproarious meeting of the Dublin Corporation 

this afternoon, the oocasion bemg a debate on 
a proposal to change the names of some of the 
principal streets of the city. In anticipation 
of a scene the lobby and galleries were crowd- 
ed with a turbulent mob, comprising Nadonal- 
iste, Orangemen, and Tories in about equal 
numbers. The ball was opened by Councilman 
Clancy, @n ex-suspect and former Secretary of 
the Irish National League. He offered a reso- 
lution providing that those streets in Dub- 
lin which bore distinctively English names 
should be gradually renamed, and that 
the new designations selected should be 
such as would preseut an epitome of Irish bis 
tory, testify to the patriotism of the Irish peo- 
ple. and give a faithful, instead of 4 lying, 
chronicle of the times. The reading of the 
resolution was interrupted by shouts of laugh- 
ter from the Tory members of the Council and 
by jeers and cat-calis from the galleries, but at 
its conciusion there was a counter demonstra- 
tion of prolonged cheering which drowned the 
voices of the opposition. Councilman Mo- 
Donald, who keeps a well-known public house 
in Dublin, seconded the resolution. He de- 
clared that it was a libel upon Irish bis- 
tory, and a diggrace to Irish manhood, for 
residents and visitors to encounter on the 
Street-corners of Ireland’s fair Capital such 
names as Spencer, York, Brunswick, Hancock, 
Nassau, Waterloo, Westmoreland, Albert, and 
Gloucester. Each of these numes was greeted 
with howls by the Nationalists, the demonstra- 
tions being especially vigorous at the names 
Spencer, Waterioo, and Albert. 

Mr. McEvoy, a Tory member of the Council, 
opposed the resolution. He said the proposi- 
tion was ridiculous and the changes would cause 
endless confusion. It was not a question of 
sentiment but of boundaries of properties and 
leral accuracy. To upset half the street 
names of the city would lead to 
disputes about deeds in which property was de- 
scribed by the old names, and result in much 
neediess litigation. There was, he said, no 
more patriotic people on the face of the earth 
than the Americans, yet when they won their 
independence from Great Britain they did not 
descend to any such puerility as abolishing the 
English names of streets and cities. 9

A SOCIAL SENSATION AT VIENNA, 

A tremendous social sensation has been 
caused at Vienna by the result of a judicial 
investigation regarding the financial capacity 
of Baron Victor Erlanger. The Baron is a 
brother of the famous bankers of the same 
name in London and Frankfort, and is himself 
well known on every bourse in Europe as a 
bold and heavy speculator. His name is as 
weil known in Paris as in Vienna owing to his 
long residence in the former city and his 
connection as a promoter with the Direct 
Cable Company and other enterprises. from 
which he made millions of doliars. He was 
tormerly the Austrian Consul-General in Spain, 
and more recentiy President of the Interna- 
tional Electrical Exbibition in Vienna. He is a 
leader of society in the Austrian Capital, isa 
knight of various orders, and has always been 
a liberal patron of art and artists. The court 
has now judicially declared thatthe Baron is 
a notorious spendthrift and incapable of man- 
aging bis own business affairs, which will here- 
after be administered by trustees. The Baron's 
bank in Vienna is to be put into liquidation, 
and his brokers have engaged to pay bis pri- 
vate debts.

DETAILS OF THE RIOT ON A FRENCE 
COURSE. 

Parts, Oct. 6.—|Special.]—Parisian nots for- 
merly had for their object the overturn of the 
Government, but now it would seem their aim 
is to upset jockeys and drag them in the dust. 
Your correspondent is now enabled to give ad- 
ditional details concerning that most regreta- 
ble incident on the race-course at Long Champs 
in connection with the Prix des Fortifications, 
the last race of the day. For this event three 
horses started, and the betting was very 
even, two to one being the price 
about Blonde II. and Infidel, while 
M. C. I’'Hostes’ Georgina was quoted six to 
four. At the moment when the jockeys were re- 
turning to weigh a tumult commenced, similar 
to the notorious one some years ago at Epsom, 
when there was a suspicion that a French horse 
had been ‘* roped,” but the more excitable 
French public got almost directly into 
a state when mere hooting was 
an insufficient vent for their feelings. 
They first pushed upon Storr, the rider of In- 
fidele, at whom they aimed a shower of b lows, 
but he managed to effect his entrance to the 
weighbing-room at the expense only of some 
bruises. The crowd next turned their attention 
to Blonde II. and her rider, Sharpe. Their be- 
havior was now most furiousand their rage 
most brutal. Crowds of people rushed about 
frantically shouting: * Au voleur! A mort 
caratt! C'est un voleur! Ilaarrete son cheval!” 
Others retorted upon Sharpe, “C'est un yoleur! 
Ila arrete le vein!” 

The Duc de Castries’ mare, which at least 
could have given no cause of offense, was 
made the target of a perfect bail of blows from 
umbrellas, sticks, and even stones. Sbe stum- 
bled and ber jockey (Sbarpe) was unhorsed 
and so badly maltreated that he had to be 
taken home in a cab. The affair now 
degenerated into a riot. The crowd 
endeavored to storm the weighing-room, 
and one rioter who ventured too far was 
seized by three exasperated jockeys, who 
stripped bim of bis clothes and were about to 
hang him when the picket of troops upon the 
course came on the scene and saved him from 
his impending fate. 

«CAUSE OF THE TUMULT. 

Your correspondent, who was an eye-witness 
of the scene, had today an opportunity to in- 
terview the jockeys and ascertain the real 
cause of this disgraceful tumult. Ar the start 
Infidele made play and held the lead until enter- 
ing the straight. At this point she died away 
and let up. In passing the grand stand 
Georgiana was leading. Sharpe, Sowever, 
made a great effort with Blonde II., 
and momentarily succeeded in gaining a lead of 
half a length, but in the last few strides Geor- 
gina came on again, finally winning at the post 
by half a leogth. Infidele, who had almost 
stopped before the finish, returned first to 
weigh. Shouts and hootings greeted ber en- 
trance to the passage leading to the weighing- 
room. The crowd accused Storr of not baving 
ridden it out and of roping.“ When Infidele 
and her jockey bad disappeared from the pub- 
lic. view it was thought the incident had termi- 
nated.

President of the Midland Institute upoh the

Nueva Larepo, Mexieo, Oct. 6.-A weil 
posted party who arrived from the interior at- 
tributes the real cause of the recent bloody 
riot in the Town of Sabinas to the high 
state of political feeling existing . between 
the Trevifio and Naraujo parties, both of 
which have candidates in the ficld for the Gov- 
ernorship of the State of Nueva Leon.

The Wells-McGeoch Trial—The Lat- 
ter’s Testimony. 

MILWAUKEE, Wig., Oct. 6.— [Special. — The 
famous trial of Wells against McGeoch was in 
progress before United States Commissioner 
Bloodgood today. Mr. Wells testified that he 
first became acquainted with McGeoch in 1881; 
that as to the transactions in 1881 they had 
been settled by the payment to him of the 
money due to him from McGeoch, according to 
the latter's statement. The principal transac- 
tion in 1882 was an arrangement for the pur- 
chase and sale of wheat, in which McGeoch and 
Wells were to take each a sixteenth interest. 
Before Wells went in other parties held large 
amounts of wheat, and Weils made large ad- 
vances to effect the purchase of his share of 
wheat on hand. Memoranda were given to 
Weils from time to time of the transactions in 
that business, but no complete statement. In 
August, 1883, he got his first statement of that 
wheat deal, which he understood had been 
mostly settled up early in 1882, yielding a profit 
which McGeoch variously stated to bim to 
be in the aggregate $800,000, or $900,000, or 
$1,000,000. Mr. Wells said he frequently sought 
a full statement of those transactions, 
but was put off from time to time, and did not 
know the amount which McGeoch claimed to be 
the actual profit until August, 1883, when he 
was shown along statement purporting to be 
a copy from the company’s books. The wheat 
accounts were not all originally entered on 
their books, as Wells understands, because 
many of the transactions were effected by asso- 
ciliates to other Brokers. Besides that deal, 
which was carried on in Chicago, McGeoch 
purchased wheat in St. Louis and Milwaukee 
during the same time, which was done on ac- 
count of himself and Wells. Wells bimself 
kept no account of these transactions, relying 
wholly upon the books kept by McGeoch. He 
stated that he had some letters from McGeoch 
giving items of purchases and other state- 
ments of the same nature, which be was re- 
quested to produce, and the examination was 
adjourned till tomorrow. 


A GERM FILTER FOR WATER. 

The tendency of research is to show that the 
germs believed to cause so many diseases are 
not found in the air, except under exceptional 
circumstances, but exist chieflyin water. This 
is probably due to the fact that rain and filtra- 
tion eventually bring the products of fermenta- 
tion and decomposition into the water courses. 
Water may therefore be considered as one of 
the principal agents, in the propagation of such 
diseases; and M. Chamberland has recently 
turnga his attention to the production of a mi- 
crobe filter which wouid purify water not only 
from its mineral but its animal impurities. M. 
Pasteur has employed a porous vase of baked 
porcelain to separate microbes from the me- 
dium in which they are generated, and this is 
the basis of M. Chamberiand’s filter. The 
latter has observed that water filtered through 
one of these vases contains neither mi- 
erobes nor their gerins; and proof of it is that 
such — — — de added in any proportion to 
suscepti iquids without causing any change 
in them. The apparatus of M. Chamberiand, 
which was recently brought before the French 
Academy of Sciences, can be fixed directly to 
any water-pipe, and acts by the pressure 
existing in the latter. Under a pressure of 
about two atmospberes, which is the press- 
ure in M. Pasteur’s laboratory, M. Chamber- 
land obtains with a single porous tube or f- 
tering candle (as he calls it) twenty centi- 
metres long and twenty-five miliimetres in 
diameter, some twenty litres (about four gal- 
jons) of pure water per day—that is to say, a 
sufficient quantity for the uses of an ordinary 
household... By multiplymg the number of

The failure caused great 
consternation bere, as Rosenthal & Co. were 
considered one of the strongest houses in the 
clothing trade here. The liabilities are mostly 
with New York and Philadelphia firms for ma- 
terial used in the manufacture of clothing. 


[Information was received in the city yester- 
day to the effect that the extensive clothing 
manufacturing house of J. W. Rosenthal & Co. 
of Rochester, N. V., had failed, and that Louis 
Griesheimer of Chicago bad been appointed as- 
signee. Mr. Grieshemmer carries on a mer- 
chant-tailoring business in Chicago, 
sides in Rochester. Rosenthal & Co. have been 
doing a considerable business with two or three 
retail houses in Chicago, the principal of which 
is that of the Union Clothing Company, of 
which Louis Griesheimer and his brother Mor- 
ris are the principal stockholders. The two 
Griesheimers are said to have advanced consid- 
erable money to Rosenthal & Co., which ac- 
counts for the appointment of Louis Gries- 
hoimer as assignee. It is sad that the firm of 
J. W. Rosenthal & Co. did a business of about 
$1,000,000 annually untli the present year. The 
preferred claims amount to $100,000. | 


A PECULIAR CASE. 
HEAVY MORTGAGES BY AN EAST SAGINAW 
HOUSE. 


East SaGInaw, Mich, Oct. 6.—|/Special.]— 
The Excelsior Clothing & Shoe Company of this 
city, composed of Moses Kerngood, Ben Rosen- 
thai, and Edward H. Doyle, this morning filed 
a chattel mortgage amounting to $85,000 on 
their stock. One mortgage was in favor of 
Jacob Seligman of this city for $47,600, to se 
cure that gentleman for the balance of the 
purchase money due him from the firm, and 
the other for $35,300 to G. W. Weadock of the 
law firm of Larsney & Weadock, in trust for 
other creditors of the firm. This action 
was caused by a rather odd combination of cir- 
cumstances. A short time since one of the 
members of the firm, itis alleged, while East 
issued accommodation paper in the firm’s name

Co. of Rochester, N. 1. Asa soon as the state- 


ment of this paper having been issued 
reached the other partners they forced the giv- 
ing of the mortgages to protect the creditors. 
They assert that the assets aggregate $100,000 
and that the creditors will be paid in tuil. 


THE NEWCOMB-BUCHANAN COMPANY.

One 
of the girls was out Half an bour in searoh of 
and when she brought it back 
she threw it on the floor, and the 
other men began to try and get it. 
He was ordered out and Minnie gave him a 
shove as he was ieaving, at the same time 
thrusting a revolver in his face. He stabbed 
her to save his own life. Williams said he 
stabbed Hunt because the latter shot at him 
twice. ‘The first shot missed him, but the sec- 
ond struck him under the cheek a Sees 
out beneath the ear. When the shot 
was fired Hunt was 80 near that the powder 
burned Williams’ ear. Williams says he is 25 
years old and a native of Muskegon, Mich. He 
has been a laborer im Chicago ten years. He 
was about to goto Muskegon to work in the 
woods, and bought the knife with which the 
cutting was done to carry for self-defense in

SALOON LICENSES. 

VESTING THE POWER OF THE COUNTY BOARD 
TO 1SSUB THEM NEAR INCORPORATED n- 
LAGES. 

The decision of the Supreme Court that the 
validity of the liquor license may be tried by 
quo warranto kas been brought into -requisi- 
tion in the case of John Baxter, who keeps a 
saloon in the Town of Proviso, across the street 
from the corporate limits of the Village of 
Maywood. The People of the State of Illinois, 
on the relation of Edwin Norton, obtained from 
Judge Anthony yesterday morning leave to fle 
an information in the nature of a quo warranto 
against Baxter to test the validity of a license 
which he holds from the Commissioners: of 
Cook Couuty to sell beer and liquor. The Board 
of Trustees of the Village of Maywood, baving 
authority by law to regulate, restrain, and pro- 
hibit the selling of liquor in the village 
and within two miles of its corporate limits, 
claim that the County Commissioners bave no 
right to grant a license to anyone to sell liquor 
within their bailiwick. Dramshop 4ct, 
which covers the liquor-license question in 
this State, prescribes that the Board of County 
Commissioners may issue licenses outside of 
incorporated cities, towns, and villages, pro- 
vided that they do not issue licenses to sell 
liquor witbia two miles of the corporate limits 
of any city, town, or village. The quo war- 
ranto proceeding is brought to test the validity 
of Baxter's license, and he will be obliged to 
show why it should be held valid or forfeit it. 
The petition filed yesterday against Baxter 
urges other grounds on which Baxter's license 
should be deciared illegal. First, it was not 
granted on a petition of a majority of the 
voters of the town. Second, it was not issued 
by order of the County Board. Third. it uses 
the word “ tavern” instead of dramshop.“ 
Fourth, it was paid for in installments of | 
instead of $150 at once. Fifth, it was granted 
by the County Clerk and not by the County 
Board. Sixth comes the point of jurisdiction, 
upon which the chief stress is laid. 


HEAD-CHEESE. 
THE M'AULIFFE FAMILY THINK IT POISONED 
THEM, BUT THE BUTCHER THINKS NOT, AND 
EATS SOME TO PROVE BIS FAITH. 


A curious of poisoning occurred yeater- 
day in the family of William McAuliffe, bridge- 
tender at Adams street, who lives at No. 16 
Barber street, on the West Side. At II o’cieck 
in the morning McAuliffe’s daughter Nellie 
went to Deegan’s butcher-shop oo Canal street, 
near Fourteenth, to buy some head-cheese. On 


the way home the little girl, who is 12 years 
old, ate some of the cheese, and upon ber re- 
turn she, her cousin, also named Nellie, who is 
5 years of age, and Mrs. McAuliffe partook 
of the delicacy freely. Two hours 
later all three were prostrated almost 
simultaneously by severe cramps. Dr, 8. 
W. Ingraham was calied in and pronounced 
it acase of poisoning. Emetics and stimulants 
were given, and the patients were declared out 
of danger at 6 p. m., when the doctor left. The 
elder of the two Nellies — the most 
severe symptoms. Dr. Ingraham attributed 
the poisoning, if such it was, unhesitatingly to 
the headcheese. However, be took no steps to 
ascertain this positively, not even visiting 
the butcher's where the stuff had been bought. 
to make inquiries or to stop further sales of 
the dangerous article. An elder daughter of 
McAuliffe, 17 years old,‘ate a small amount of 
the cheese, and was slightly affected. 
family was sure that the cheese was at fault, 
inasmuch as they had eaten nothing ele ex- 
cept bread and butter. 

The butcher, Deewan, said last night that he 
had not heard of the poisoning. He had more 
of the headcheese on hand, the very piece 
from which that which he bad sold Nellie Mo- 
Auliffe had been cut. He was satisfied that 
there was nothing wrong about it; he had 
bimseif eaten of it several times that 
day. Mr. Deegan then proceeded to convince 
the reporter of his wrath a by cutting a siice 
of the meat and coolly eatithg it. He did not 
know whether the cheese was of Armour’s 
make or Tobey & Booth’s. He boughtof two 
peddlers who sold cheese made by both - manu- 
facturers. There was nothing wrong, he de- 
clared, about tne cheese. 

Dr. ingraham was found at bis bouse. He 
said that he had no doubt the beadccheese was 
responsibie for the trouble. The patients had 
shown all the symptoms of poisoning—tneir lips 
were purple, the muscles of the face pinched, 
and they had cold sweats. He did not approve 
of canned or compressed meats. Dr. Ingraham 
added that he had uo intention of making any 
analysis. 

The victims of e poison are quite out of 
danger now, but the mystery is still unsolved 
and is likely to remain so.

FRAUDS LAID BARE. 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
SCHEME FOR STUFFING BALLOT-BOXES AND 
DISFRANCHISING HONEST VOTERS. 


The list of election judges for the coming elec- 
tion, adopted by the County Board Saturday, 
was printed in Sunday’s paper. A brief ex- 
amination of it made on the day of publication 
gbowed that it was grossly unfair. A more 
thorough investigation, begun yesterday, shows 
that it is rotten from top to bottom—is an elab- 
orate, complicated system of fraud devised for 
the purpose of stuffing the ballot-boxes and 
giving Harrison in Cook County the 15,000 ma- 
jority which be bas been ciaiming he would 
have bere. The list was adopted in violation 
of all decency and contrary to all precedents 
jaid down by previous County Boards, 

Mr. W. H. Wood, who was a member of the 
County Board four years ago, says the Demo- 
crats at that time were allowed to name one of 
the three judges at each of the polle. The only 
ceases in which this rule was not carried out 
were those wherein there was disatfection and 
bickering among the Democrats themselves. 
Sometimes a committee would come before 
the board asking one thing, and soon after 
another would come in and demand the very 
opposit, but wherever judges were rec 
ommended by prominent Democrats the board 
made ita rule to accept them. Among the 
members of the committee, of which Mr. Wood 
was one, he says there wasa general feeling 
that the Democrats should be treated fairly, 
and the general disposition was to do for them 
as they would be expected to dofor the Re- 
publicans in case they should ever get into 
power. The board, with its overwhelming ma- 
jority, bas deliberately disfranchised the Re- 
publican party ot che county, and has com- 


mitted an act which, if done by men in private 
life, would subject them to indictment. 
DELIBERATE VILLAINY. 

On looking through the list of judges and of 
poliing-places, seeing the manner in which the 
precincts have been laid out, it becomes ap- 
parent that the majority of the board, or rather 
the Democratic Central Committee which lies 
back of it, has hatched out a most thorough 
and ingenious system for fraud at the coming 
election. In some wards 1,500 Republican 
votes are packed away into one precinct, while 
another precinct is made with only 300 votes iu 


Am. the reason being that it is a Democratic pre- 


cinct. In Republican precincts the polling- 
places are put in remote and ineonvenient lo- 
cations so as to discourage voters from going 
to the polis. The list of judges is a peculiar 
one. In some wards no Republicans at all are 
appointed. This is especially the case in the 
heavier Republican wards, the intention be- 
ing to have judges there who will 
receive the votes very slowly. In some pre- 
cincts Republicans of unquestioned integrity 
and high standing have been selected. The ex- 
pectation is that they will not serve, and that 
their places will be filied by tools of the Mo- 
Donald combination. In other precincts, Dem- 
ecrats of high standing and unquestioned in- 
tegrity have been selected, the understanding 
deing that they will decline to serve, and that 
their plaees will be filled by baliot-box stuffers 
deslauated by the Democratic County Central 
Committee. 


DONE WITH A PURPOSE. 
In other instances Republicans have been se- 


’ lected who live outside the precincts for which 


they are appointed, the intention being, of 
course, to fill their places with men who can be 
relied on to do dirty work. In other cases 
Democrats have been selected who are not 
authorized to act as judges, who of course 
will not be abie to act, and whose places will in 


turn be filled by men who can be relied on to 


throw out Republican and put in Democratic 
vates. 

And so it goes from beginning to end. It is 
Mike McDonald's gang which is put in charge 
of the polis. Therefore it behooves the Ke 
publicans from this time on to watch and check 
every move of their adversaries—to watch the 
registration lists, to purify them; to watch the 
polls and see that no repeaters get in their 
work: and also to so perfect their own organ- 
ization as to be sure that every Republican 
voter has bis name on the registry books and is 
present, as far as it is humanly possible, at the 
polls on election-day. 

Following are a few illustrations of the way 
in which the County Board has done its work: 

FIRST WARD “FINE WORK.” 

The directory discloses that some of the 
* judges”’ in the First Ward do not live in the 
precincts where they are to act, while the 
names of otbers do not appear there at all. J. 
B. Collins, appointed from the First Precinct, 
isa manager at No. 48 Jackson street, but he 
lives at 3032 Michigan &venue, which isin the 
Fourth Ward; Charles F. Mackin is a clerk at 
No. 112 Dearborn street, but lives at No. 292 
Irving avenue, on the West Side; Arthur Oxley 
is a clerk at the Michigan Southern Railroad 
office, but lives at No. 95 South Green street, in 
the Ninth Ward. The nanies of Frank Harris, 
Henry Petry, and Frank O. Owen do not ap- 
pear in the directory at all. Perhaps the in- 
tention is, as to the first named, that they. shall 
not serve, but their places be filled with 
good Democrats, approved by the other 
judges. There may be, too, an object in ap- 
pointing men whose residences are not known. 
After having obeyed orders and rolled up a 
Democratic majority, whether the ballots jus 
ti t or not, some of these Democratic judges 
may be wanted in court, but, if their habita- 
tious are unknown, it would be difficult for the 
Officers of the law to find them. 

There is not a Republican judge in the First 
Ward—not even a weak-kneed one—Joseph 
Chesterfield Mackin having fixed things with a 
vengeance. No better evidence is wanted of 
this than the fact that C. G. Pearson, his pri- 
vate secretary, is a judge in the First Precinct; 
Charles F. Mackin, bis brother, will be at the 
Third Precinct poll; while Joseph himself will 
count the ballots in the Fifth Precinct. 

OTHER INSTANCES. 

The Third Ward Republicans have no cause 
for complaint, one judge being given them in 
each precingt—good men, who will not counte- 
bance any monkey work.“ 

In the Fourth Ward, however, the Republic- 
ans were treated shamefully, they having only 
one judge—T. H. Patterson, in the Ninth Pre- 
cinct—out of twenty-seven, though the Demo- 
Cratic judges, as a rule, are straight men. 

In the Eighth Ward there are three Demo- 
cratic judges in every precinct, and some of 
them will do exactly what the bosses tel] them 
—stuff the boxes, and change votes from one 
eandidate to another, and regard this as 
The polls in this 
Ward will have to be very carefully watched by: 
the supervisors, or the Fang will have full 
Swing. .

Not a Republican was ap- 
pointed judge, and of the three Democrats se- 
lected one is said to be a common drunkard 
and another was fined not long ago for a 
breach of the peace, It is hardly necessary to 
say that Riverside is 4 Republican town. 

At La Grange, too, the voting-piace has been 
shifted to the outskirts, three-quarters of a 
mile from the depot; and the poll is in a saloon 
whose proprietor is carrying on business in de- 
fiance of the law. 

An illustration of the purpose of the Demo- 
cratic machine is found in the case of J. D. 
Haake, named asa judge in tho Fourth Pre- 
cinct of the Eighteenth Ward. He does not 
live in the precinct, and so notified Messrs. 
Wasserman and Van Pelt. Nevertheless they 
appointed him, and will therefore have no dif- 
ficulty in running in a man after their own 
heart. 

FERRET OUT THE FRAUDS. 

Ex-Cotnty Commissioner O'Neill, in speaking 
of the affair yesterday, said: It ib the most 
cowardly and unjust piece of work lever saw. 
When the Republicans were in a majority in 
the board they appointed as election judges 
the men suggested by the Democratic commit- 
tee, but the Democratic Commissioners do not 
know how to be fair, apparently.” 

Another outrage is the way in which. the 


polling-places have been located—in blind 


alleys, back of saloons, and out-of-the-way 
places in the outside wards. This whole ques- 
tion is to be taken up by the Republican Coun- 
ty Central Committee, which isto meet at 10 
o'clock this morning for that special purpose, 
and which will probabiy make an effort to have 
undone at least a part of the high-banded work 
of the Bourbon board. 
THE FEELING AT LAKE. 

Not more than three of the entire list of 
thirty judges appointed for Lake are Repub- 
licans, and one of those is considered rather 
“sbaky.’” Several weeks ago alist of twenty 
names was prepared by the Republican County 
Committee for presentation to the County 
Board. The committee selected the names of 
twenty good men in the hope that the County 
Board would appoint balf of them as judges, 
thus placing one Republican judge with two 
Democrats in each of the ten voting- 
precincts. That list was presented to the 
board in due time by Mr. C. E. Southard of 
Englewood, who is the Lake member of the 
County Committee. A sub-committee was ap- 
pointed to attend each meeting of the County 
Board and see to the matter specially. The 
sub-committee used all proper measures to in- 
sure fair play from the County Commissioners, 
and Van Pelt promised them they should have 
it. But when the judges were finally appointed 
only one man (J. B. Thomas) in the entire list 
of twenty Republicans was selected. Hence 
the indignation of Lake Republicans. 

OVERREACHED THEMSELVES. 

The judges in the Second Ward are nearly all 
unknown, but careful investigation has failed 
to discover a Republican in the list. Some of 


the others were past finding out yesterday, and 


it is probable they are myths whose places will 
be duly taken by those whose names the Com- 
— did not care to ornament the list 
with. 

The Commissioners tried to bar out both Re- 
publicans and Finerty men in thc Fifth, but 
the most carefully-iaid pians sometimes go 
amiss. All the judges were supposed to be 
simon-pure Democrats, but it is said a number 
of them have been secretly favoring Finerty 
while seeming to be for Lawler for the express 
purpose of getting where they would do Fin- 
efty the most good. 

CULLERTON AND HILDRETH'S MEN. 

The judges in the Sixth are known to be all 
Democrats, with two possible exceptions who 
belong to the class yciept Cullerton Republic- 
ans. Most of them are hew and incapabie 
men, and where they may be honest they will 
easily be made tools of. In the Sixth and Sev- 
enth Precincts the Bohemians and Germans to 
the number of over 2,500 are bunched and 
given Irish judges. The Sixth is almost ex- 
clusively Bohemian, and the custom has always 
been under every régime to give that national- 
ty judges who can understand the voters. 

Hildreth’s shoemaker, baker, doctor, dentist, 
and milkman were selected in the Seventh. Not 
a Republican is on the list, which contains 
prize-fighters, iormer baliot-stuffers, and a 
crowd of other people whom no one knows. A 
few respectable Democrats appear, but they 
are scarce. ~ 

WHERE FRAUD FLOURISHES. 

In the Ninth Ward the two lower precincts, 
which have won the blue ribbon for every 
species of fraud and shoulder-hitting, have 
been divided into four to double their 
usefulness in these directions, and have 
been given ‘Democratic judges who will be 
equal to the occasion. The Republican pre- 
cincts have been arranged to put the voters to 
most inconvenience. As a sample, the polling- 
place of the Fourth is located on Halsted 
street at its extreme limit in an unsavory 
quarter. So it is with the rest. There is nota 
Republican judge in the ward. 

Senator George White said last nignt: 

„There is kicking all along the line about 
the Democratic judges appointed in the Tenth 
Ward. At one polling-piace, No. 44 West Lake 
street, the jndges, though Democrats, have 
said they didn’t want to go in for fear they 
would get lice on themselves. The proprietor 
of this place has boasted that he will 
vote 200 Democratic ballots from his place. At 
the corner of Union and Lake streets they 
have fixed up books and claim that 100 will reg- 
ister from there. Why, they are colonizing 
them ail along the line. It looks now as though 
there would be 500 fraudulent Democratic votes 
from the Tenth Ward alone. I have heard that 
this is Harrison’s own scheme.”’ 

In the Eleventh Ward the precincts polling 
600 or 700 Republican votes 
or seventy-five Democratic suffered se- 
verely in the location of the  polling- 
places. In the Seventh the polis are 
placed in a narrow stable on Loomis street, 
where the judges and supervisors will scarcely 
have room to stand up. It is, besides, greatly 
out of the way. In the Fifth the polls are in 
the rear of a saloon in the middie of the biock, 
and the only access besides going through a 
disreputable saloon is througb a muddy, un- 
cleaned alley. Every judge is Democratic. A 
colonization scheme is quietiy being worked in 
the ward, which will make the Wemocratic 
pian very handy in registering where the local 
Republicans have most reason to fear fraud. i

THE PROPOSED ELECTION FRAUDS DESCRIBED

except to do the best can for themselves 
individually when the good things are going 
round. 

As usual there was a fight in the Fourteenth 
with a Ryan init. Thus time it was Tim.“ 
Five tickets were abroad, but the main contest 
was between the ward ciub and the Young 
Men's Central Club, which bad got into a row 
over having representation on the ticket. The 
young men’s ticket was headed by Sam B. 
Chase’s name for Recorder, and Chase re- 
turned the compliment by sending several 
wagon-loads of voters from the Eighth Ward. 
At least so it was claimed by the heavy-hitters 
of the other side, who got between them and 
the hole in the wall. The prospects 
were excellent for a general fracas, when 
the Chase forces drew of. On the votes being 
counted the Ryan ticket had 320 and the Chase 
282. Two of the judges refused to sign the 
credentials owing the stopping of voting by the 
Ryan gang for half an hour. The other judge 
signed them alone. The convention will decide 
the question. The Ryan ticket is for Mike 
Ryan, Donavin, Boydeen, Hoechter, and Shea- 
hau for County Commissioner. 

The Democratic injunction to vote early and 
often was observed in the Fifteenth, where a 
small fighton Sam Chase aroused his friends 
and brought voters to the polls by the wagon- 
loads. There were 1,095 votes cast, the straight 
Ch ticket receiving. 921. The other ticket 
in thé field was ostensibly favorable to Chase 
and Donovan, but in reality it is said to have 
been somewhat shaky. The delegation favor 
Chase tor Recorder, Donovan for Clerk of the 
Superier Court, and Ambrose Andrews for 
Cierk of the Circuit Court, being unpledged in 
other respects. 

In the Seventeenth there were two tickets, 
both headed by Ald. John Sweeney. Five bun- 
dred and forty-six votes were cast, the sucvess- 
ful ticket being elected by a majority of 200. 
The delegation is supposed to be pledged to 
Henry Donovan and Sam B. Chase. 

An unpledged delegation was elected fn the 
Thirteenth without opposition. Ryan, Hoech- 
ster, and Donovan wili receive its support, and 
trading will settle the rest. 

THE SLATE. 

It is not expected that there will be much of 
a struggle in the convention over the nomina- 
tions. So far as the kickers are concerned an 
effort has been made to pacify them and keep 
them in line. In the First Ward it will be no- 
ticed that there are four delegates from the 
kickers on the ticket—Ald. Whelan, Pat White, 
John E. Stearns, and John Morris. In the Sec- 
ond Ward Jobn Ward and William Henneberry 
are said to be the kicking delegates, but some 
of the kickers were not satisfied, and are con- 
tinuing their threats to hold a separate conven- 
tion of their own. 

Julius Grinnell will probably be nominated 
for State-Attorney and Harry Donovan for 
Clerk of the Superior Court. Sam Chase 
and Emi Hoechster are both taiked 
of in connection with the Circuit Court Clerk- 
ship, and Commissioner Donnersberger and 
Michael Melnerey of Lake are both anxious to 
be the next Recorder. Justice Joun K. Prndi- 
ville is showing considerable strength as a can- 
didate for Clerk of the Appellate Court, and 
Sam Whipple is also looking toward that office 
and to the Recordership. N. B. Boyden fully 
expects the nomination for Coroner, but no lit- 
tle opposition to him is being exhibited. partic- 
ularly ou the South Side. Meluerey may steal 
the prize in case he can get nothing better. 
For County Commissioner Fred Sommer, Ike 
Abrahams, James Sheehan, James Lomax, and 
August Mette are mentioned.

SPANISH TARIFF METHODS. 

Until within a very recent period the Spanish 
Government had divided its customs exactions 
upon importginto the Islands of Cuba and 
Porto Rico qdto four classes, distributed in the 
four columns of sts tariff list. Of these the 
first column contained merely nominal rates 
of duty, applicable only to goods brought from 
the Spanish Peninsula and adjacent Islands of 
Cuba and Porto ‘Rico in Spanish bottoms and 
under the Spanish flag. This was designed, of 
course, as a special protection to Spanish com- 
merce, the intent to place that commerce 
practically on the basis of the coasting trade. 
The second column, which fixed the rate of 
duties at double those of the first column, was 
applied to goods imported into Cuba direct 
from Spain, but in foreign vessels. The pur- 
pose of this was to discriminate in favor of 
Spanish products but against foreign ships. 
The third column, which imposed duties three 
times as heavy as thosein the first, applied 


countries under the Spanish flag. The fourth 
column, which imposed the maximem rate of 
duty, equivalent sometimes to hve times the 
‘rate of the first column, applied to foreigu 
merchandise brought to Cuba and Porto Rico 
in foreign bottoms. While this discrimination 
was general as to all countries, it had 


. reference to the commerce of Cuba and | 
Rico with the United States, as thatconstituted — 
the bulk of the foreign commerce of those 


islands. Notwithstanding tnis extraordinarily 
high discriminating duty, fully three-fourths 
of the export trade of the Spanish Antilles has 
been with the United States. 

5 RETALIATION,

THE JUMPING BEAN. , 

Rochester Union: Mr. Thomas J. Devine of 
the firm of Burke, Fitzsimons, Hone & Oa., re- 
cently received from his brother at Los Angeles 
two Mexican jumping beans, which be has 
kindly left at the Union office a few days that 
they may be seen by scientists and others who 
take an interest in such things. The New 
York Herald recently contained the following 
paragraph: 

“Mr. Fred Frelinghuysen, son of Secretary 
Frelinghuysen, returned from Washington to 
his home in Newark, N. J., a few days ago, 
bringing with him a number of Mexican jump- 
ing beans, which he procured from the United 
States Agricultural Department. According to 
Mr. Frelinghuysen these acrobatic beans are 
very rare. They are certainly considered a 
great curiosity by all those who have seen 
them, and no one has yet explained what they 
are. Each pod contains three kernels, Each 
segment ix rounded on one side and A-shaped 
on the other, greenish-yellow in color, and in 
circumference the size of a silger three-cent

The above is an accurate description of the 
beans left with us by Mr. Devine. They jump 
around in all directions and at eccentric 
angles. The beans are evidently surcharged 
with electricity or some other subtile force, 
which causes them to hop about exactly as 
though they were alive and kicking. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS. 


Requirements in the Several States 
of the Union. 

Cincinnati \Commercial-Gazette: Under the 
Electoral system practiced in this country the 
States have the exclusive power of declaring, 
each for itself, which of the citizens shall vote; 
but in no case shall any perten be excluded 
from voting on account of race, color, or pre- 
vious condition of servitude. The States, bow- 
ever, cannot graut the franchise indiscrimi- 
nately, for thé National Government has the 
exclusive authority to declare who shall be cit- 
izens. Any State may adopt an educational or 
property franchise or condition, providing it 
applies equally to all citizens, 

Under the Constitution of the United States 
„all persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
are citizens of the United States and of the 
States wherein they reside; and no State 
shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens 
of the United’ States; nor shall any State de- 
prive any person of life, liberty, or property 
without due process ot law, net deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the equal proteo- 
tion of the law.” In all the States the right of 
suffrage is himjted to male citizens 21 years of 
age, except that in Colorado, Massachusetts, 
and a few othér States women are permitted to 
vote at school district elections. There is a 


great lack of uniformity in the suffrage laws 
of the several States, as the following will 
show: 

In Alabama the voter must be a citizen, or 
have declared his intention to become a citi- 
zen; must have been in the State one. year, in 
the county tliree months, and in the voting 
precinct one month. Indians, idiow, and men 
couvicted of crime cann »t vote. In practice, 
however, only Democrats are allowed to vote. 

In Arkansas citizens or those who have de- 
clared their intention to becOMe such, except 
Indians, idiots, and criminals, may vote aftera 
residence of ohe year in the State, six months 
in the county, and one month in the voting 
precinct. Registration is probibited as being a 
barto suffrage. In most counties only Demo- 
crats are aliowed to vote, 

In California only actual citizens can vote 
after having been one year in the State, ninety 
days in the county, and thirty days in the vot- 
ing precinct. Registration is required by law, 
and Chinese, Indians, idiots, and convicts are 
excluded, 

In Colorado citizens or those who have de- 
clared their intention to become such may vote 
after a residence of six months ip the State, 
persons in prison only being excluded. Regis- 
tration is required by the Constitution. 

In Connecticut actual citizens, except those 
unable to read and convicts, can vote after a 
residerce of one year in the State and six 
months in the county and voting precinct. 
Registration is required by law. 

In Delaware actual county taxpayers, except 
convicts, the insane, paupers, and idiots, may 
vote after a residence of one year in the State 
and one month in the county. 

In Florida citizens ot the United States or 
those who bave declared their intention to be- 
come such, except betterson elections, duel- 
ists, idiots, the insane, and criminals, can vote 
aftera residence of one year in the State and 
six months in the county. Registration is re- 
quired by the Constitution. | 

In Georgia actual citizens, except non-tax- 
payers, criminals, idiots, and the insane, can 
vote after a residence of one year in the State 
and six months in the county. But in practice 
only Democrats are allowed to vote in Georgia. 

In lWinois actual citizens, except convicts, 
may vote after a residence of one year in the 
State, ninety davs in the county, and thirty 
days in the voting precinct. Registration is re- 
quired by law. 

In Indiana citizens or those who have de- 
clared their intention so to become, except 
fraudulent voters and bribers, may vote after 
a residence of six months in the State, sixty 
days in the county, and thirty days in the voting 
precinct. 

In Iowa actual citizens, except criminals, 
idiots, and the insane, may vote after a resi- 
dence of six months in the State and e#ixty days 
in the county. Registration is required by 
law. 

In Kansas citizens or those who have de- 
clared their imtention to become 80, except 
Rebels, convicts, idiots, and the insane, can 
vote after a residence of six months in the 
State and thirty days in the voting precinct. 
Registration is required in cities only, 

In Kentucky, under the State law, free white 
male citizens, except convicts, can vote after a 
residence of two years in the State, one year in 
the county, and sixty days in the voting pre- 
cinct; but, the exclusion of colored citizens 
being in conflict with the Federal Constitution, 
the aw limiting the suffrage to white citizens 
is of no effect. 

In Louisiana witizens or those who have de- 
clared their intention to become such, except 
criminals, idiots, and the insane, can vote after 
a residence of one year in the State, six months 
in the county, and thirty days in the voting 
precinct. But only Democrats can vote and 
have any hope of baving their votes counted. 

In Maine actual citizens, except paupers and 
Indians not taxed, may vote after a residence 
of three months in the State. Registration is 
required. 

In Maryland actual citizens, except crimi- 
nals, those guilty of bribery, and tne insane, 
can vote after a. residence of one year in the 
State and six months in the count Registra- 
tion is required. 

In Massachusetts citizens, except paupers, 
illiterates, non-taxpayers, and. persons under 
guardians, can vote after a idence of one 
year in the State and six months in the voting 
precinct. Registration is requirea. 

In Michigan citizens or those wno bave de- 
clared their intention of becoming such, except 
duelists, can vote after a residence of three 
months in the State and ten days in the voting 
precinct. Hegigtration is required. 

In Minnesota citizens or those who have de- 
clared their intention to become so, except con- 
victs, lunatics, and idiots, can vote after a resi- 
dence of four months in the State and ten days 
in the voting precinct. Registration is re- 
quired. 

In Missouri citizens or those who have de- 
clared their intention to become so, except 
United States soldiers, paupers, criminals, and 
lunatics, can vote after a residence of one year 
in the State and sixty days in the county. Reg- 
istration is required in cities only. 

In Mississippi actual citizens, except crim- 
inals, idiots, and lunatics, can vote after a resi- 
dence of six months in the State and one 
month in the county. Registration is required. 
But only Democrats are allowed to vote in 
Mississippi. 

In Nebraska citizens or those who have de- 
clared their intention of becoming so, except 
United States soldiers, convicts, and: idiots, 
can vote after a residence of six months in the 
State. Registration is required, 

In Nevada citizens or those who have de- 
clared their intention so to become, except 
criminals, idiots, and lunatics, can vote after a 
residence of six months in the State and thirty 
days in the county. Kegistration is required. 

In New Hanipsbire actual citizens, except 
paupers, can vote after a residence of six 
months in the town. Registration is required. 

In New Jersey actual citizens, except crim- 
mals, paupers, lunatics, and idiots, can vote 
after a residence of one yearin the State and 
five months in the county. Registration is re- 
quired in cities of 10,000 inbabitants or over. 

in New York actual citizens, except con- 
victs and election betters and bribers, may 
vote after a residence of one year in the State, 
four months in the county, and thirty days in 
the voting precinct. Registration is required 
in cities of 10,v00 inhabitants or over. 

In North Carolina actual citizens, except con- 
victs, can vote aft r a residence of twelve 
months in the State and ninety days in the 
county. Registration is required. 

In Ohlo actual citizens, except idiots and 
lunatics, can vote after a residence of one year 
in the State, thirty days in the county, and 
singie men twenty days in the voting pre- 
cinct. 

In Oregon citizens or those who have de- 
clared their intention of becoming 80, except 
Chinamen, United States soldiers, convicts, 
lunatics, and idiots, may vote after a residence 
of six months in the State. 

In Pennsylvania actual citizens, except non- 
taxpayers and politica: oribers, can vote after 
a residence of one year in the State and two 
months in the voting precinct. Registration is 
required. 

In Rhode Island actual taxrpaying citizens 
who possess property to the value of $134 can 
vote after a residence of a year in the State 
and six months in the towns. Registration is

Ouly one—Ken- 
tucky—in its laws conflicts with the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and in seven States

THE CROPS. 


Ohio. 

CoLUMBUS, O., Oct. 6.—The October crop report 
of the Ohio State Board. of Agriculture gives the 
following result of actual thrashing for eight weeks 
by some 2,500 machines for wheat, outs, and barley, 
together with estimates on other ¢rops by town- 
ship correspondents in all counties:

Estimateg of other crops compared with the full 
average are: Rye, 86 per cent: corn, 75; buck- 
wheat, 65; potatoes, 63; sweet potatoes, 68; to- 
bacco, 74; sorghum, 73; clover-seed, 54. 

A severe drouth has occurred three times this 
season, partially broken by general rains the 24th 
to the 29th of each of July, August, and Septem- 
ber.

MOUNT VERNON, O., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The 
favorable weather of the last two weeks, with suf- 
ficient rain, has given winter wheat an excellent 
Start, and the present outlook 1s that it will be in 
splendid condition to commence the winter. Seed- 
ing Was somewhat delayed on account of difficulty 
in preparing ground during the drouth, but the 
weather since seeding has been more than ordi- 
narily favorable and has given the plant an excel- 
lent start. The acreage of wheat sown this fall 
falls a little below that of last year. 


Michigan. 

HOLLAND, Mich., Oct. 6.—{ Special. ]—The bounti- 
ful rains and continued warm weather have had a 
splendid effect upon the fall-sown winter wheat, 
and most ot that which remained behind on ac- 
count of the drouth is now coming out nicely and 
growing fast. The fall pastures never were in bet- 
ter condition than at present. Farmers generaily 
complain of the low prices their cereals bring in 
the market. Wheat sells at 70 to 75 cents: pota- 
toes, 20 to 25 cents. 

WHITEHALL, Mich., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—A large 
amount of rain has fallen, but. owing to the dry 
condition of the soil, farm work will not be ma- 
terially delayed. Corn-husking has a fair start, 
and the yield both in quantity and quality sur- 
passes all expectations. Frost still holds of, and 
our entire crop of grapes will ripen. 


Corn and Cotton in the Memphis District. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn.,Oct. 6.—The monthly cotton-crop 
report for the Memphis district, embracing West 
Tennessee, North Mississippi, North Arkansas, and 
North Alabama, will be issued tomorrow. From 
all overthe district serious damage is reported 
from drouth, rust, and excessive rains during the 
last month. These reports have caused a general 
revision of the prospective yield, which is not in- 
dicated, but it will be 17% per cent less than last 
year. Corn has not suffered to the extent of cot- 
ton, and there will be ample raised to more than 
supply the demands of this section of the country. 


North Carolina, 

RALEIGH, N. C., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—So extreme 
is the Grouth that the farmers are reduced to great 
Straits.. All of the water mille are stopped. Many 
streams have dried up save in pools. The work of 
cotton- picking in the daytime is practically stopped 
in this section. It goes on by moonlight. The 
drouth has continued for eleven weeks. During 
September the rainfall here was only seven-hun- 
dredths of an inch. The people are in great dread 
of a water famine, and the buckets have been re- 
moved from the wells. 


THE PLATE-PASSER MULCTED. 

M. Lebeau was a member of the parish church 
of St. Laurent in Montreal. M. Turcot per- 
formed the function of passing the plate. On 
one occasion he inadvertently failed or willfully 
refused to present it to M. Lebeau.

The Superior Court ot Montreal has 
sustained the suit. Judge Jetté declares that

member of the congregation. A willful and 
marked omission to present the plate to a mem- 
ber is an offense for which an action will lie.” 
The court thereupon awarded M. Lebeau dam- 
ages in the sum of $5.

Michigan Sure to the Republicans 
in Spite of Fusion and Pro- 
hibition Folly. 


Working to Redeem the Congressional 
_ Districts Lost in the Fiood- 
Tide of 1882. 


Logan Has Roused the Soldiers and Blaine 


Will Receive an Enthusiastic 
Michigan Welcome. 
Derrorr, Mich., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—Michi- 


gan, with its unbroken record of leyalty to the 
Republican cause, is placed in the doubtful list 


this year by a few Democratic newspapers and 


overzealous Democratic leaders, but there is 
nothing in the situation to give the Republic- 
ans any cause for alarm. Indeed, the Repub- 
licans of Michigan have never entered into a 
campaign with a greater degree of confidence 
than they have this year, and, notwithstanding 
the fusion of the Democrats and Greenbackers, 
and a new element in the torm of a Probibi- 
tion ticket, calculated to draw votes from the 
Republican ranks, the outlook for the success 
of the entire Republican ticket is decidedly en- 


couraging. 
DELUDED DEMOCRATS. 

Democratic hopes are based wholly upon the 
results of the election of 1882, when by a com- 
bination with the Greenbackers they captured 
six out of the eleven Congressmen, and elected 
Begole Governor by a plurality of 4,571, al- 
though the rest of the Republican ticket was 
elected by pluralities ranging from 8,000 up- 
ward. The defeat of Gov. Jerome for re- 
election in 1882 was due wholly to bis own per- 
sonal unpopularity and the action of the Pro- 
hibitionists in uniting with the liquor-sellers. 
In 1880 Michigan gave Garfield a plurality of 
53,889 and a clear majority of 18,994. The total 
Republican vote that year was 185,190, while 
the Republican vote for Governor was but 
178,944. The Democratic vote for President 
was 131.301 and 137,671 for Governor. The 
Greenback vote for President was 34,895 and 
85,122 for Governor. In 188], when only Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court were elected, the 
Republicans polled 127,436 votes, the Demo- 
crats 72,730, the Greenbackers, 83,256, and the 
Prohibitionists 12,774, At the Gubernatorial 
election in 1882 the highest fusion vote—that 
cast for Bezwole—was 154,268, while the average 
vote for the Fusion ticket was only 149,000. 
The average Republican vote for State officers, 
aside from the Governor, was in the neighbor- 
hood of 158,000. The Prohibitionists cast 5,854 
votes for Governor, and their lowest vote for a 
Btate officer was 4,243. 


THE REPUBLICANS HAVE A CLEAR MAJORITY. 
These figures are highly important in mak- 
ing any estimate for 1884. They show a clear 
majority over the combined opposition when 
the Republican vote was over 20,000 short of 
the vote of 1880 and the Democratic vote only 
a littie more than 10,000 above the Democratic 
vote of 1880. In 1878 the Greenback party 
alone cast 73,000 votes, and the 
Greenbackers themselves concede 
20,000 ‘of these votes came from the 
Republican ranks. At the spring election of 
the following year, when a fusion witn the 
Democrats was effected, it is found that every 
one of the 20,000 Republicans returned to the 
Republican ranks. A like result is looked for 
this year. 
WHY FUSION WILL NOT WORK. 


A large element in the Greenback party was 
Strongly opposed to any fusion, and particu- 
lariy a fusion on the Electoral ticket, and the 
result is that thousands of Greenbackers with 
Republican proclivities will either remain away 
from the polls or cut loose from the Demo- 
cratic kite and vote the Repubiican ticket. A

A PROBABLE GAIN IW THE DETROIT DISTRICT. 
The 1 will make a strong effort to 
reclaim the fx Congressional districts that 
drifted from m with the flood-tide of 1883. 
Three of them may be counted on with abso- 
lute certainty, and it will not be at all surpris- 
ing if Michigan returns a solid Republican 
Congressional delegation. Here in the First 
District, composed of Wayne County alone, 
man Maybury nas been nominated 
and bopes to be reéiected upon his free-trade 
record alone. When he was defeated in 1880 
by Mr. Lord, the tariff was the only issue 
raised. The Republicans were then united 
and made an aggressive campaign. The dis- 
trict is naturally Democratic, but it has large 
manufacturing interests, and whenever the 
tarif question is properly presented a Repub- 
lican victory is nably certain. The loss 
of the district in 1882 Was due to the vote of 
Lord on the Chinese question and Kepublican 
disaffection, led by Wiliam G. Thompson, then

— all along the line, and, with the work- 
ingmen nursing the Chinese bugbear, the Re- 
publican cause was bopeless from the 
day Mr. Lord was renominated. This 
year the Republicans have nominated 
Col. John Atkinson, one of the leading lawyers 
of the State, a brilliant orator, and an Irish- 
man by birth. Two years ago he left the 
Democratic ranks and united with the Repub- 
licans because of the attitude of the Democ- 
racy on the tariff question. He has a large 
rsonal following among the Democratic 
rishmen of Detroit, and his election is looked 
for by the Republicans. 


ELDRIDGE IN CLOSE QUARTERS. 


In the Second District Congressman Eldridge 
is again the fusion nominee. This district is 


naturally Republican, and Bidridge’s election 


in 1882 bya plurahty of 542 was due to a 
factional fight among the Republicans. This 

the party is united, and Capt. E. P. Allen, 
the Republican nominee, will poll not only the 
full vote of his party, but also a large portion 
of the Prohibition element. Col. Eidridge was 
the one Democrat inthe Michigan delegation 
who voted with Converse to restore the wool 
tariff, but be also wenton recordin favor of 
Morrison's borizonta) monstrosity. His effort 
to keep in line with bis party and at the same 
time proteot the wool-growers ot his own 
district has led many farmers to distrust him, 
and Capt. Allen's ciection is believed to be 
assured.

with some credit. 
BURROWS DISTRICT. 
Congressman Laple, the ablest of the six 
Democratic members from this Siate, and who 
distinguished himself as a blataut free-trader 
at the late session, is again the Fusion nomi- 
mee in the Fourth District. The Republicans 
have placed the Hon. Julius C. Burrows in the 
field again, and there is no intention of ailow- 
ing the district to go by default this fall. Bur- 
rows bad been so unfortunate as to lose sev- 
eral post-office fights in his district, and the et- 
fect of these quarrels was seen at the polls.

The Democratic Machine. 

Der Beobachter, Oct. 4: The Democrats 
will not hold their County Convention until 
next Tuesday, and have not yet nominated any 
candidates for the county election, but not- 
withstanding this their organization is far more 
complete than that of the Republicans, who

seem too busy with patching up internal dis- 
sensions to get thelr forces into line against 
the enemy. The fact is that the Democrats of 
Cook County are being ruled by a hand of iron; 
the machine is in reality the Democratic party, 
its will rules supreme, and the wishes of the 
voters are not considered. The machine—i. e., 
the Democratic’ County Central Committee, 
which is manipulated by M. C. McDonald, the 
notorious prince of the gamblers, with as much 
ease as if it was a typewriter—controls every 
Democratic officehoider. It tells the ‘County 
Board how to lay out the election precincts 
and whom to appoint judges of elec- 
tion, and it decress in advance who 
is to be nominated by the Democratic 
conventions for the several offices. Carter 
Harrison has to submitto the dictates of the 
machine just as obediently as the night watch- 
man in the County Building; the machine is 
the absolute ruler of the Democratic party, 
and te oppose it means risking one’s political 
existence. Carter Harrison once made an at- 
tempt to get along without the machine. He 
tried to make the chief engineer of the ma- 
chine feel his official power by making war 
upon the gambiers, but the chief engineer 
demonstrated to bim in a few words that it 
was within the power of the machine to pro- 
duce the proof that Carter Harrison was owing 
his official and political position only to the 
gigantic election frauds the machine had com- 
mitted for good and valuable consideration, 
and immediately Carter Harrison became as 
me as a trained canary-bird, reqeiving from 
hands of M. C. McDonald instructions to at- 
tend, in company with the latter,the Democratic 
National Convention as a delegate and the 
promise, which was faithfully kept, that he 
sbould be nominated for Governor without op- 
position. The Iroquois Club—this congrega- 
tion of elegant gentiemen affecting Democratic 
principles and above ull English free-trade doc- 
trines—has repeatedly attempted to rebel 
against the machine, but was always obliged 
to recognize its power when an election ap- 
proached. Gen. Stiles, Cyrus Adams, E. M. 
Phelps, J. R. Doolittle Jr., and other high- 
minded but Democratic gentiemen have oiten 
expressed their utter contempt for the machine, 
but now they are its obedient servants, and 
even advocate with a wry face the election of 
Frank Lawler for Congress, the fellow they de- 
spise from the bottom of their hearts, as a fit 
representative of all the corruption now pre- 
vailing in the City Administration, and as an 
ignorant, unscrupulous demagog, whose elec- 
tion, as they lly appreciate, would be an 
everlasting disgrace for the City of Chicago. 

This machine looks upon Democratic office- 
holders as mere tools and use their official 
patronage for the purpose of rewarding the 
machine-makers and of making the administra- 
tion of public affairs@ubservient to the inter- 
ests of the criminal classes. The City Council 
as well as the County Board are controlled by 
the machine, and no “job” can be carried 
through without the machine’s knowledge and 
consent. The arms of the machine reach close 
to Carter Harrison, whose business partner is 
one of the most active of the secret wire-pull- 
ers of the machine, and u his great infiu- 
ence over Carter in the interest of all the 
obs the machine undertakes. Harrison 
may protest all be wants to, the fact remains 
that he is the abject slave of the machine, 
and is grateful for the privilege

- by the County Board, under in- 
structions from the machine, for the purpose 
of fraud, and, if the Republicans are not care- 
ful in time, the registry lists will be crowded 
with fraudulent names, to the exclusion of 
legal voters from the very opportunity of get- 
ting near the poll-box. This is no suggestion, 
but the experiences made at late elections. 

Only in the Second District the machine 
seems to be ina way of being checked effectu- 
ally, because there the entire population, pro- 
voked beyond measure by the tyranny on elec- 
tion-day of the police, have learned to appreci- 
ate the situation and have taken matters in 
their own hands. The friends of John Finerty 
will stand no fooling, and their alliance with 
the Republicans, who have strehgthened the 
Finerty ticket by nominating Thomas Kaspar 
for member of the State Board of Equalization, 
promises success in the struggle against the 
machine. But in nearly all the rest of the city 
there seems to prevail great apathy, and only an 
immediate, vigorous organizadon of the Repub- 
lican forces can keep the wily enemy from car- 
rying the day. 

The machine puts also great faith in race and 
National prejuifices. All its nominations show 
that it wants to coddle the foreign element. It 
ought not to succeed with this ruse. An Amer- 
ican citizen, no matter where he was born, and 
a man who votes for a candidate for no other 
reason but because he is of voter’s nationality, 
and without considering the party that backs 
him and the principles the candidate repre- 
sents, commits a crime against his follow-citi- 
zens and outrages his own citizenship,

FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 
CHICAGO, 

Thetr was a slight improvement in the demand 
for grain carriers yesterday, capacity being taken 
to loaa 214,000 bushels of corn, 40,000 bushels of 
wheat, 40,000 bushels of flaxseed, and 50,000 bushels 
of oats, a total of 344,000 bushels. Rates were 
steady and unchanged on a basis of IM cents for 
oats, 16 cents for corn, and 1% cents for wheat to 
Buffalo. An advance was obtained on the rate to 
Lake Ontario, 44 cents being paid on & cargo of 
corn to Prescott. The rate to Georgian Bay ports 
is 1% cents on corn. There were two features of 
the day’s transactions. One was the engagement 
ot the big steamship Onoko, the largest grain- 
carrier on the lakes, for a full cargo of corn to 
Buffalo. It is not an easy matter to secure 80 
large. @ cargo when freights are so dull as at 
present. The other was the engagement of 
the steamship V. H. Ketehum, which takes 71,000 
bushels of corn to Midland. This is the largest 
cargo ever shipped trom Chicago to a Georgian 
Bay port. The new steamship Australasia was 
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provided with 50,000 bushels of oats, but she will f be 


need about 6,7000 bushels of corn to fill out. 

There is but a limited amount of tonnage left in 
port that is availabie at the present rates, but 
there is capacity for about 2,500,000 bushels that is 
ready to load, and would be speedily placed on the 
market if freights were to advance \ cent. Ves- 
sel-owners are almost confident that 2 cents will 
be paid on corn to Buffalo inside of ten days. 
Their expectations are based on the fact 
that there is a large amount of corn stored 
in the Chicago elevators which is likely to be 
wanted in New York just as soon as the markets 
even up. There are already extensive orders for 
corn, but the cereal cannot be bought, as the com- 
bination which cornered the market so successfully 
last month continues to control almost every 
bushel of corn in the West. The speculators en- 
gaged in the deal are maintaining a vast amount of 
secrecy concerning their intentions, but it is sur- 
mised that the corn held in store here will be moved 
out gradually until about the middle of the month, 
when every available vessel in port will be char- 
tered and almost the entire quantity shipped to the 
seaboard. There would then be no danger of the 
shorts getting it back here in time to settle Oc- 
tober deals.

BUFFALO, N. V. . Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Coal freights 
are firming up. The mines were shut down laf 
week, but there has been so light arun of tonnage 
lately that coal even now isin pretty fair supply. 
Mining operations were resumed today, and fresh 
receipts will begin to come in about Wednesday. 
There is an unmistakable upward tendency in 
freights to Lake Michigan ports. Indeed itis re- 
ported that the schr City of Sheboygan was yes- 
terday chartered to carry about 500 tons 
to Milwaukee at 70 cents, an advance of 10 cents 
over previous engagements. It is about time that 
coal freights from this port should go up. Grain 
freights from Chicago and Milwaukee are so low 
that vesseis can find no money in coming down 
with them.

The stmr Clyde will return 
to Chicago with Lehigh Valley coal. Despite large 
wheat receipts for the preceding two days, canal 
freights today were weak and a shade lower. The 
going rates on wheat to New York were 4841 
cents. Corn nominally ruled at 46 cents and oats 
at 2% cents. The stmr T. W. Palmer and consorts 
Ogarita and Coyne, light, left for Detroit tonight 
to load wheat for this port at 2 cents.
